SYNDICATE TO 


Undeirwriters Organizing to 
Handle Big Loan to 
the Allies. 


WILL TAKE DEFINITE ACTION., 


Boston, vSept. 20.—Definite action on 
the re-establishment of America's Mason 
charitable 
foundation 
In the 
United 
States, it is said, will be taken at the 
annual session of the supreme council, 
Scottish Rite, which will be held here 
this week. Tlie plan of the foundation 
contemplates the administration, with- 
out charge, of the estates of all widows 
and orphans of Masons who apply for 
its aid. 


Committee work preparatory to the 
opening of the council on Tuesday was 
expected to occupy most of today. 


COUNTRY-WIDE IN 
SCOPE, IS THE PLAN 


Pro-German Bankers Will 
Join if War Munitions 
Are Barred. 


New York, Sept. 20.—The largest un- 
derwriting syndicate the western world 
has evei' known was in process of form- 
ing today to handle the proposed "bil- 
lion dollar" credit loan to Great Brit'iin 
and France, which has now shrunk, it 
was reported, to a sum yet to be de- 
termined, 
between 
$600,000,000 
and 
$800,000,000. 


This mammoth syndicate, according to 
tentative arrangemfents, said to l^aye 
been agreed upon, will be nation wide in 
its character and will comprise national 
and state banks from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. A number of so-called pro-Ger- 
man financiers, it was reported, will 
join the syndicate if it be finally agreed 
that the proceeds of the big loan shall 
be available only for commodity exports 
and not for munitions of Avar. 
The 
price at which this syndicate will put 
out the bonds which will b« issued to 
secure the issue will be par. The bonds 
will pay 5 per cent interest and will be 
a first mortgage upon the entire British 
empire and France and her colonies. All 
other obligations of th° two nations 
will be subordinated to the proposed big 
bond issue here. 
Even the staggering 
sums raised by bond issues at home 
with Avhich the war has been carried 
on will come second to the loan to be 
floated 
here when the time comes to 
pay the principal. 


For the first time in history the Eng 
lish pound sterling has yielded 
first 
place in international 
finance 
to the 
American dollar in this respect. 
Trie 
whole big issue of bonds will be pay- 
able in American dollars, principal anfi 
interest. 
For generations past 
Great 
Britain's bonds have been payable only 
in pounds sterling. 


In agreeing to have the issue handle«! 
by an underwriting syndicate the An- 
glo-French financial commission, whose 
errand here is to establish the loan, ap- 
parently has deferred to the views of 
American financiers, the original inten- 
tion of^ the commission having been re- 
ported to pro\ide for general subscrip- 
tions. 


As soon as the definite terms of the 
proposed loan shall have been agreed 
upon in their entirety the banks and 
trust companies throughout the country 
will be invited to become parties to the 
eyndicate of underwriters, 
tl is not 
known how many such banks will be 
asked—possibly as many as care to come 
in—but it is regained as certain that 
the membership of the syndicate will 
consist of hundreds of Institutions and 
possibly thousands. 
These banks will 
b«' given a small profit on the transac- 
tion, somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Vs of 1 per cent. Upon this point there 
had been marked divergence of views, 
the commiisioners' previous reported at- 
titude having been that bankers and in- 
vestors should pay the same price for 
the bonds. 
A great many 
American 
bankers, it is said, demurred to this on 


the ground that they would be put to 
considerable expense in 
handling 
the 
bonds and that reasonable retuxna for 
their trouble was no more than equita- 
ble. 


The next big question to be settled, it 
was said, was whether munitions of war 
should be paid for out of the proceeds 
of the loan. The commission is said to 
believe that the loan should cover mu- 
nitions; a great many American bank- 
ers think it should not. The merits of 
the often' discussed matter of whether 
it is right or wrong to ship munitions 
abroad do not, it is said, enter into this 
question. What does enter vitally into 
the consideration of the matter, it is 
reported^ is the attitude of certain banks 
which would oppose the loan should it 
cover munitions shipments, but whose 
opposition would be converted into sup- 
port in casé the big funds provided pay- 
ment only for commodities other than 
munitions.

Aftejr leav- 
ing the atand he stopped to speak to 
"Mother" Jones, a labor enthusiast, and 
ehjQ.lnvited him to visit Colorado and see 
for himself the conditions described be- 
fore the commission. Other labor leaders 
present at the industrial hearing invited 
Rockefeller to visit the scene of the riot 
in Colorado.

Rather than have the stigma of a r ed light injunction placed on his two 
houses, Joseph Herman tore them down. 
Here's all that's left. 


Seattle, Wash., Sept. 20.—A pile of 
brick and plaster, of awry beams and 
scaffolding, graphically proclaim the fact 
tliat the new red-light abatement law 
is being enforced in this city. 


Ratlier than have the stigma of a 
rfcd-light injunction fall upon him, Jos- 
eph Herman, the owner of two build- 
ings, razed his property. 
Others 
are 
planning to follow suit. 


Within the houses owned by Herman 
it was known that women of the under- 
world lived; that the places were dis- 
orderly. 


A1 Lundin, prosecuting attorney, set 
his deputies to closing these and other 
houses. 
The abatement law, enacted in 
1913, is very clear. 
It provides that 
v.hen property is used for immoral pur- 
poses the prosecuting attorney or any 
citizen of the .county may start ac- 
tion, calling for a permanent injunction 
to restrain the owner' from continuing 
to sanction such a nuisance. 


If existence of the nuisance be estab- 
lished ah order of abatement shall be 
entered. With this order goes the com- 
mand to remove all g^tents and to 
close—actually close, by boarding up the 


windows and doors—the place for six 
months. 


This, of course, advertises the fact to 
the passerby that the 'house has been of 
u disorderly nature. 
Nobody, knowing 
its character, would ever want to rent 
or lease it, afterwards. 


Hence, with landlords, it -is most de- 
sirable that such an injunction be ward- 
ed off. 


It clianced that Joseph Herman did 
not own the land on which his houses 
stood. 
The land was owned by the 
Bolder Realty Co. The injimction, how- 
ever, would apply to tne land as well 
1- the house. 
The land owners impor- 
tuned the house owner to do something, 
quick. 
The result was that 
Herman 
promised Superior Judge J. T. Ronald 
that if he Would hold off the injunction 
10 days he Avould remove the houses. 


The injunction and abatement law as 
it is known, was in effect in 18 states 
when the latest statistics were com- 
piled. 
In every one of them, except 
Iowa, the first state to adopt the law, 
it has been upheld as sound. 
In Iowa 
the bill as dravTi, was foimd defective,, 
not the intent.

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URING the whole of October the 
gardener's tasks are 
many. 
Summer 
has departed, fol- 
lowed by her train of blooms, 
and those brave flowers that linger to 
contribute their color to the deserted 
garden are soon killed by the blight- 
ing herald of winter's approach, and 
only the trees in their robes of red 
and yellow remain to recall the glory 
of summer. 


First of all, tender plants that are 
to be housed 
for wintec 
blooming 
should be potted. The matured plants 
—too large for indoors—can be pre- 
served by removing the earth from the 
roots and suspending the geraniums in 
a moderate temperature until spring. 
Then trim back and plant again. 


Tuberous begonias, that aro not to 
be used in the greenhouse or heme, 
should be lifted and dried for several 
days, after which they may be safely 
stored In the cellar. Imbed the bulbs 
in a box of sand or coal ashes, taking 
care that they do not come in direct 
contact with each other. 


After you .have 
removed from the 
garden all the' plants you desire, cut 
the withered tops of the other plants 
close to the ground if they are peren- 
nials; and if annuals, 
roots and all. 
Every 
three or four years it is 
necessary to divide they roots of plants 
that have grown too large, in order to 
secure more perfect blooms. 
Finish 
this transplanting by October 15, if 
pofitble. 


Now Is the time to plant bulbs for

with manure. 


Cover this well, for the manure must 
not come in contact with the bulbs. A 
foot is not too deep to

October 1 and 15. 


Set tulips in six-inch 
holes 
live 
inches apart and hyacinths in holes 
seven inches deep and the same dis- 
tance apart:

After October 15, when-the killing 
frost has swept the garden, start the 
fall cleaning. Dig up the dahlia^ glad- 
iolus and canna bulbs, dry them and 
store them in boxes where the tem- 
perature is moderate. 


Gather seeds frou^ the annuals and 
label the packets.

Iris, columbine, hollyhocks and 
other plants that start growth early in 
the spring. 


Rake up the leaves and tops of the 
plants, burning all that is not required 
to prc^ect the tender perennials when 
covering time comes in November. 


Finally, gather large bunches of cos- 
mos and chrysanthemums for house

American Consulate at Mos- 
cow Intervenes for War 
Prisoners. 


Stockholm, Sweden, Aug. 30.—(Corre- 
spondence of Tlie Associated Press) — 
Tlje American consulate-general at Mos- 
cow which has, since the beginning of 
the war, been delegated by the German 
government to handle 
German 
civil 
prisoners in Russia, is now making a 
determined effort to return these pris- 
oners to Germany so that they may not 
suffer the hardships of another winter in 
the interior of Russia. 
Although these 
prisoners have not been the 
victims 
of actual cruelty on the part of Russian 
officials, their condition has been inde- 
scribably wretched. 
Hundreds of them 
have died from cold, starvation 
and 
disease. 


A recent order issued by Prince Usup- 
off, the governor of Moscow, stated ex-' 
plieity that every German or Austrian 


of non-slavic origin, regardless of age, 
state of health, or any mitigating cir- 
cumstances whatgoever,-^mu8t leave Mos- 
cow before August 14, either for Ger- 
many or for one of the interior govern- 
ments which have been chosen for the 
internment of civil prisoners and which 
already harbor over a hundred thousand 
men, wom^n and/children. 


This order meant certain death for 
scores of Moscow residents whose phys- 
ical condition was such that even a 
short journey imder the best conditions 
would have been dangerous. John Snod- 
grass, the American consul general, who 
had made a special study of these cases, 
appealed to the governor 
of 
Moscow 
for discrimination in the execution of 
the order of expulsion, but popular feel- 
ing has run so high against the Ger- 
man and Austrian subjects in Russia 
that it was stated that exceptions could 
not be made. 
An American correspond- 
ent sitting in the offices of the consul 
general, watched the stream of foreign 
subjects who were suddenly confronted 
with 
expulsion 
from 
the 
country 
Avhich 
they 
had 
learned to 
consider 
their 
awn. 
Most 
of 
them 
althougli 
German 
or 
Austrian 
subjects 
Jiad 
lived 
so 
.long 
in 
Russia 
that 
they 
were thoroughly Russian in their sym- 
pathies and some of the women had even 
been devoting their time in sewing and 
making clothing 'for 
Russian soldiers. 
For a large percentage of them a return 
to Germany Avhere all their associations 
had long been broken or a seclusion in 
the interior of Russia were alternatives 
oflfering an equally dismal prospect. 


Except in extreme cases, serious ill- 
ness and infirmity do not interfere witli 
the deporting of the patient.

into traîné commonly used fér cattle, 
almost without food, scantly clad and 
in various conditions of disease and de- 
spair, these miserable persons are sub- 
jected to a railway journey which lasts 
for days, and in a great many cases 
are forced to march overland for sixty 
or seventy miles from the railroad sta- 
tion to the camp where they are jto be 
interned. 


The 
sanitary 
conditions 
on these 
trains are vile and there is every possi- 
bility for the spread 
of the disease. 
There is no assistance for the sick and 
there is no protection against infection 
for those Avho are well. 
On the march 
from the railroad to tlie camp, large 
numbers have frozen to death along the 
way. 
The lot of these people is otne 
which it would be difficult to exaggerate. 


Mr. Snodgrass is at present trying to 
convince the governors of the various 
provinces that their co-operation is nec- 
essary, unless the condition of German 
civil prisoners in Russia is to become a 
national scandal.

houses within five minutes walk of St. 
Paul's church. 
An explosive bomb rip- 
ped through a six story tenement 
in 
the center of the city, shattering the 
building from top to bottom and kill- 
ing a dozen or mc<-e men, women and 
children as they slept.- 


Several bombs, according to the eye 
witnesses fell near three hospitals 
in 
a cluster, the central one of which was 
the Opthalmic hospital full of wounded 
soldiers. 


Tlu-ee buildings were rocked to their 
foundations and not a pane of glass was 
left intact. 
The patients had to 
be 
moved into the street where they lay 
for hours on their cots, while the dam- 
age was repaired. 


Story of the Air Raid. 


Pieced together from accounts given by 
the Orduna'a passengers the story of the 
air raid was as follows: 


The raid occurred between 10:45 and 
11:15 o'clock on . the night of Sept. 8, 
a raid the previous night having reached 
the eastern section of the city, but not 
the heart. 
Persons alseep in the Metro- 
l)oIe, the Victoria and other hotels in 
the center of the city were awakened by 
tlie incessant whirr of aeroplane engines 
as the British air fleet took wing to re- 
pel the invaders. 
Just as the Zeppiins 
appeared over the Strand most of the 
tlieaters were pouring their crowds into 
the street. 


There, according to some passengers, a 
panic impended when s word was passed 
of the approach of the airships. 
TJie; 
iights were 
turned off and men 
and 
women in evening clothes fought for 
taxicabs and other vehicles to take them 
home. 
Other passengers said there was 
no panic, but that a great wave of fear 
seemed to engulf 
this section of 
the 
darkened city before the anti-air craft 
guns bcfean to pop away. 


Suddenly from every section of Lon- 
don the sky was swept by long white 
beams from scores of search lights. 
The 
tops of these beams were not long in 
resting upon what they sought. 
When 
the Zepplin was found a dozen or more 
searchlights forcussed their rays upon it, 
stretching back to scattered points iu 
the city like the long white ribs of a 
fancy fan. 


Centered on a Zepplin. 


The search lights finally centered on 
a Zepplin, while the others continued to 
search the sky for inore aircraft. .Al- 
ready the air was dotted with aero- 
planes which could be seen frequently as 
they crossed the search light beams, cir- 
cling upward. 
The roar of guns from 
the city was punctured at intervals with 
explosions 
from bombs which fell in 
Newgate street, jiot far from St. Paul's 
cathedral, in Holbum, in Cheapside, in 
Blomiield street, not far from the Liver- 
pool street station, and near the water 
front of the Thames river in that sec- 
tion of the city in which St. Paul's is 
located.

Flashes of Exploding Shells. 


There was hardly a space of five sec- 
onds di^ring the ten minutes or more 
tliat the searchlight beams rested on the 
raider, eye witnesses said that the sky 
was not lighted by flashes of explod- 
ing shells. 
As the noise of cannonading 
grew louder those who had fled at first 
to cellars gained courage and came out 
into the streets. 
They were in almost, 
every state of undress and thousands 
of men, women and children walked the 
streets, or stood in groups, gazing up- 
ward, 
dressed 
only 
in 
their 
night 
clothes. 
The bursting 
shells, 
lighting 
the sky like meteors shattered into sud- 
den fire all around the Zeppelin. 
The 
spits of 
flame 
seemed 
to be 
finding 
their target. 
Meantime, the 
Zeppelin 
maneuvered over the Holborn section of 
London, circling at least twice. 
These 
maneuvers ended when a 
shell 
burst 
almost 
directly 
under 
the 
aircraft's 
bow. 


A swerve, a 
sudden

searchlights lost' the Zeppelin. 


They were on her again and it was 
seen she was going down by the head. 
For a few second she appeared as if 
uncertain what to do and then righted 
herself, pointed 
her nose slightly

lights could find her no more. 
There 
were no further bomb explosions there- 
after. 
London went to bed that night 
with hot wrath, but not in fear, the 
passengers

New York. Sept. 20.-—The largest un- 


derwriting syndicate- the western world 
has ever known was in process of forhi- 
ing today to handle the proposed "bil- 
lion dollar" credit loan to lircat Brit'tin 
and France, which has now shrunk, it 
was reported, to a sum yet to be ue- 
tcnnined, 
between 
$I500,UOU,OUO' and 


5800,000,000. 


This mammoth syndicate, according to 


tentative arrangements, said to have 
been agreed upon, will be nation widis in 
its character and will comprise national 
and state banks from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. 
A number of so-called pro-Ger- 


man financiers, it was reported, will 
join the syndicate if it be finally agrei d 
that the proceeds of the big loan shall 
he available only for commodity exports 
and not for munitions of war. The 
price at which this syndicate will put 
out tln> bonds which will bn issued to 
secure the issue will be par. The. bonds 
will pay 5 per cent interest and will be 
a first mortgage upon the entire British 
empire .-Ind France and her colonies. All 
other obligations of th» two nations 
will be subordinated to the proposed big 
bond issur here. 
ICven the staggering 


sums raised by bond issues at home 
with which the war has been carried 
on will come second to the loan to be 
floated he-re when th« time comes to 
pny the principal. 


For the first time in history the Eng- 


lish pound sterling has yielded first 
place in international finance io th« 
American dolhr in this respect. 
0:Tie 


whole big issue of bonds will be pay- 
able in American dollars, principal and 
interest. 
For generations past Orent. 


Britain's bonds have been payable only 
in pounds sterling. 


In agreeing to have the issue handled 


by an underwriting syndicate the An- 
glo-French financial commission, whose 
errand here is 'to establish the loan, ap- 
parently lias deferred to the views of 
American financiers, the original inten- 
tion of the commission having been re- 
ported to provide for general subscrip- 
tions. 


As soon aa the definite terms of the 


proposed lonn shall have been agreed 
upon in their entirety the hanks and 
trust companies throughout the country 
will be invited to become parties to the 
fyndicatit of underwriters, tl is not 
known how many such banks will he. 
asked—possibly as many as care to come 
in- -but it is regarded" as certain that 
the membership of the syndicate will 
consist of hundreds of institutions and 
possibly thousands. 
These banks will 


he given a small profit on the transac- 
tion, somewhere in the neighborhood of 
V: of 1 per cent. Upon this point there 
had been marked divergence of views, 
the commissioners' previous reported at- 
titude having been that bankers and in- 
vostors should pny the same price for 
the bonds. 
A great, many American 


bankers, it is said, demurred to this on 


the ground that they would be put to 
considerable expense in 
handling 
the 


bonds and that reasonable returns for 
their trouble was no more than equita- 
ble. 


The n5xt big question to be settled, it 


was said, wag whether munitions of war 
should be paid for out of the proceeds 
of the loan. The commission is said to 
believe that tho loan should cover mu- 
nitions; a great many American bank- 
ers think it should not. The merits of 
the often discussed matter of whether 
it is right or wrong to ship munitions 
abroad do not, it is said, enter into this 
question. What does enter vitally into 
the consideration of the matter, it is 
reported, is the attitude of certain banks 
which would oppose the loan should it 
cover munitions shipments, but whose 
opposition would be converted into sup- 
port in case the big funds provided pay- 
ment only for commodities other than 
munitions.

spondence of The Associated I'rcss) — 
The American consulate-general at Mos- 
cow which has, since the beginning »f 
the war, been delegated by the German 
government to handle

civil 


prisoners in Russia, is now making a 
determined effort to return tbesc pris- 
oners to Germany so that, they may not 
suffer the hardships of another winter in 
the interior of Russia. Although these 
prisoners have not been the victims 
of actual cruelty on the part of Russian 
officials, their condition has been inde- 
scribably wretched. 
Hundreds of them 


have died from cold, starvation and 
disease. 


A recent order issued by l*rinee Csup- 


off. the governor of Moscow, stated ex- 
plicity that every Cornia 
• Austrnii: 


of non-slavic-origin, regardless of age, 
state of health. or any mitigut'mg cir- 
cumstances whatsoever, must leave Mos- 
cow before August 14, cither fur Ger- 
many or for one of the interior govern- 
ment* which have been chosen for the 
internment of civil prisoners ami which 
alrcadv harbor over a. hundred thousand 
men, women and children. 


This order jnciuit certain death for 


scores of -Moscow residents whose phys- 
ical condition was such that even a 
short journey under the best conditions 
would have been dangerous, .lolin S-iiod- 
'•r;iss, tlie American consul general, who 
had made ft special study of these cases, 
appealed to the governor of Moscow 
for discrimination in the execution oi 
the order of expulsion.
